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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of claims 2-6 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
reference(s) to Enstrom et al. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Enstrom et al (US 6188016) in view of Hannigan et al (US 5770898). 

Enstrom et al disclose a cable arranging structure comprising; 

a first shield box (16) having a first opening (7); 

a second shield box (17) and having a second opening (8); 

at least two electrically conductive members (4b, 5b) electrically connected to 
said first and second shield boxes (abstract) and arranged oppositely relative to each 
other between said first and second shield boxes(Fig 4); 

a cable (10) connecting through said first and second openings, the part of said 
cable located outside said first and second shield boxes being entirely arranged 
between said at least two electrically conductive members (Fig 4). 

Re claim 3, wherein at least one of said electrically conductive members has a 
width greater than the width of said cable (Fig 4). 
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Re claim 4, wherein one of said electrically conductive members is a cabinet 
connected to both of said first and second shield boxes (Fig 4). 

Re claim 5, wherein said first and second openings are formed by respectively 
partly cutting and bending said first and second shield boxes and at least one of said 
electrically conductive members is fitted to the bent parts of said shield boxes (Fig 2). 

The teaching as discussed above does not disclose first and second circuit 
boards (re claim 1) and the at least one electrically conductive is connected to said 
shield boxes by means of gaskets (re claim 6). 

Hannigan et al teach the use of circuit boards (Figs 5, 6). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to include 
the circuit boards with the cabinet of Enstrom et al for the purpose of providing a power 
shielding system. 

Hannigan et al teach the use of a gasket (34, 36). It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to include the 
gasket with the at least one conductive member of Enstrom et al for the purpose of 
preserving EMC integrity at cable pass-though.
